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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections Withdrawn 

The various objections to claims 1,2,16,17 and 19-21, outlined or maintained in 
the previous Office Action, have been overcome by applicant's amendment. The 
amendment corrects the claim texts as appropriate. 

112 Rejections Withdrawn 

The rejection of claims 1-15 and 19 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, 
outlined in the previous Office Action, has been overcome by applicant's amendment. 
With respect to claims 1,15 and 19, the amendment clarifies the claims as appropriate. 
With respect to the remaining claims, the rejection is moot. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-21 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

The closest prior art remains the prior art of record. During the course of 
prosecution, applicant has narrowed the claims such that they no longer read on the 
cited art.
